Dexter to reorganize police 


DEXTER-A major change in 
the organization of the police 
department was approved by 
the city council Monday night 
upon the recommendation of 
Mayor W illis Conner. 
The council abolished the two 
chief system which had been in 
effect and voted to put the entire 
department under one chief. 
Formerly there had been a night 
chief and a day chief. 
Former 
day chief James 
Teeters, was appointed chief of 
the entire department with a $25 
per month raise. Former night 
chief Ralph Clark was appointed 
to a new rank of Lieutenant at 
the same pay he had been 
receiving. 
In

mendations, Conners said he 
had discussed the matter with 
each of the councilmen but did 
not ask them to vote for or 
against his recommendations. 
Conner told the council that 


the two chief system had served

The cost of 42 selected items to 
consumers averaged $31.83 at 
the end of September, compared 
to $31.66 for the same items in 
August.

determined by a survey of six 
grocery stores-Sikeston IGA, 
Safeway, Liberty, S&S Discount, 
Marks Food Mart and Barkett’s 
big Star-the same stores used in 
previous surveys. 
At the meat counter, round 
steak joined the ranks of ex­ 
pensive meat cuts when a pound 
portion with bone jumped 25 
cents to become the month’s 
leading price-gainer. A pound of 
bacon rose by a more modest six 
cents. 
By contrast, 
other meats 
dropped. Chicken fryers were 


down one cent per pound and a 
pound of ground beef dipped 
three cents, as did the price of 
sliced bologna for an eight- 
ounce package. 
Five pounds of sugar plum­

cents a pound during September 
to signal a 17-cent increase in 
the price of Sikeston’s average 
food basket over the previous 
month.

dropped. Chicken fryers were 


down one cent per pound and a

She rev ealed that only 1847 
refugees hav e formally requested to go back. 
“ Most of those who want to return are liv ing on Guam. 
And almost all of them are unattached, single indiv iduals

NO NEWS IN 
WASHINGTON 
WASHINGTON - A strike of 
The Washington Post does not 
only affect a newspaper or a 
city . 
It 
affects 
the 
entire 
country . Very few people realize 
how this town works. Becaue of 
its size, 
the only way 
the 
gov ernment can communicate 
with 
itself 
is 
through 
Washington’s 
sole 
morning 
newspaper. 
For ex ample, when Secretary 
of the Treasury William Simon 
gets up in the morning he reads 
The Washington Post to find out 
what President Ford’s latest 
economic policy is. The other 
day President Ford said he was 
for maintaining the personal 
income tax cut. This was dif­ 
ferent 
from 
what 
Simon 
believ ed President Ford had on 
his mind. It was also different 
from what Simon said our tax 
policy should be. If the secretary 
of the treasury hadn’t read 
President Ford’s 
latest switch 
on tax es, he would hav e gone to 
his office that morning and 
ordered his staff to work on a 
program diametrically opposed 
to that of the President. 
Take the CIA hearings as 
another ex ample. Ev ery day the 
CIA tells a different story to the 
Senate and House committees 
inv estigating the organization. 
It’s impossible for the CIA to 
get the new story out to all its 
employ ees on such short notice. 
So the CIA leaks its new v ersion 
to The Washington Po6 t the 
night before, and ev ery one in 
the CIA is clued in the following 
morning. Without a Washington 
Post to giv e the CIA’s party line, 
one CIA ex ecutiv e would be 
telling one story to the Senate 
and another ex ecutiv e an en­ 
tirely different story to the 
House. This would cause chaos 
with our national security and 
could ev en 
lead to perjury 
charges, which is something 
ev ery one in the gov ernment is 
try ing to av oid. 
The 
Department 
of 
Agriculture also can hav e major 
problems without a morning 
newspaper. Usually the only 
way the President finds out how 
much wheat the United States 1m 
sold to the Sov iets is through The 
Washington Post. It isn't that 
the deqjutment doesn't report 


directly to the White House; it’s 
just that no one in the White 
House ev er bothers to read a 
Department of Agriculture 
report until it’s too late, and the 
deal has been made. 
The same is true of HEW. The 
President has strong feelings 
about spending large sums of 
money for health, education and 
welfare since it only contributes 
to the deficit.

Americans historically have been a generous people. 
Thus it was dismaying to see the negative reactions, 
albeit by a relatively small minority, to the influx of 
Indochina refugees last spring. 
Some government officials — notably California Gov. 
Jerry Brown and his administration — unfortunately led 
the chorus of complaints against these unfortunate, 
displaced persons. Although that ignoble attitude has 
received more than its share of attention in the press, 
there is another, much brighter side of the refugee story. 
And that side restores our faith in the basic generosity of 
our citizens. 
“The whole country is involved in the 
refugee 
program,” Julia V. Taft, director of the Interagency 
Task Force on Indochina Refugees, said at a recent press 
briefing. “Thousands upon thousands of individuals, 
churches and other groups have come forward to help ... 
yje should look at the 94,000 people placed to date and say 
‘that’s fantastic — this is the only country in the world 
that could have pulled this off.’” 
: Mrs. Taft said that when the program is completed, a 
total of 130,000 refugees will be resettled in the United 
States. The remaining 41,000 are now living in U.S. 
‘reception centers.” 
Another badly distorted aspect of the program relates to 
those refugees who have requested repatriation back to 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. “This is particularly sad 
situation; however, it has been blown all out of propor­ 
tion,” said Mrs. Taft. She revealed that only 1847 
refugees have formally requested to go back. 
“Most of those who want to return are living on Guam. 
And almost all of them are unattached, single individuals 
who want to go back for family unification reasons,” said 
;Mrs. Taft. “Those are pretty small numbers compared to 
;the 130,000 we are working with,” she added, 
r The U N. High Commission for Refugees has been 
attempting to get Cambodian and South Vietnamese 
Officials to accept their people back. The catch, says 
Mrs. Taft, is that those communist governments thus far 
have refused to do so. 
There is rich irony in the reactions of Americans to the 
refugees versus the reactions of the Communist 
governments they fled. It should not be lost on any ob­ 
jective person that the U.S. has opened its doors to 
welcome 130,000 refugees, while the “proletarian 
paradises” refuse to open their doors toadmiteven 2,000 
5>f them who want to reunite with their families, at 
whatever risk is involved.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 62 
years old. 1 have had some trou­ 
ble with my thyroid gland since 
my late 20s. I have taken iodine 
prescribed by a doctor. I have 
heard that kelp was good for the 
thyroid. How much and how 
often should this be taken? 
Also, I would like to know if 
wheat germ oil is good to keep 
the blood from becoming too 
thick. 
DEAR READER - Kelp con­ 
tains iodine and if you need 
iodine it would be a good 
source. You should rely on your 
doctor to decide if you need 
iodine. If you do he will give you 
a proper amount without rely­ 
ing on an inconstant intake. 
There was quite a flap about 
25 years ago about using 
vitamin E. to prevent blood 
clots. It even made the medical 
journals with some surprising 
names on the articles. But the 
d ecre ase d blood clo ttin g 
mechanisms observed were 
related to other factors, and 
there was no effect at all from 
vitamin E. The use of wheat 
germ oil for this purpose is bas­ 
ed on these old, long since dis­ 
credited concepts. It won’t help 
at all.

DEAR DR LAMB - 1 have 
heard that one should not eat 
more than three or four eggs a 
week as any more than that 
could cause high cholesterol 
which increases the possibility 
of heart attacks and strokes. I 
find that the only type of diet I 
can stick with is one that is very 
high in protein — with lots of 
meat and eggs. Sometimes I 
have as many as 20 eggs a 
week. Is there any age that you 
should start watching your 
cholesterol intake? I’m only 20. 


DEAR READER - The 
American H eart Assn. has 
recommended that men should 
not eat more than three egg 
yolks a week, including those 
used in cooking. The Inter 
Society Commission on Heart 
Disease recommended limiting 
the total daily cholesterol in­ 
take to 300 milligrams. An 
average egg yolk contains from 
225 to 275 m illigram s of 
cholesterol. 
You can be on a high protein 
diet and still lim it your 
c h o lestero l in tak e. F ish , 
chicken and beef all contain 
only about 70 milligrams for 
each three and one-half ounces 
(100 grams). Using lean por­ 
tions of these foods will work 
fine. You can also use as many 
egg whites as you like. And, you 
might like some of the new egg 
products that are very low in 
cholesterol and fat or contain 
no cholesterol at all. 
When do you need to watch 
your cholesterol and diet? Some 
children have high cholesterol 
and if detected should begin a 
program then. The best way to 
train people to like the right 
food is to begin training during 
childhood. 
Prolonged use of high protein 
diets that are high-fat, high- 
cholesterol diets is often 
associated with a high rise in 
cholesterol levels to un­ 
desirable levels. You should 
change right now. 
Remember that the fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries begins in early life. 
About three-fourths of the 
young men who were killed in 
Korea and later autopsied show­ 
ed fatty-cholesterol deposits in 
one of the major arteries of 
their heart. About 10 per cent of 
them had obstruction of more 
than 70 per cent of the opening 
of one of their arteries. So, 
don’t think this is a disease of 
old age. It begins in young men 
and can and does cause early 
heart attacks.

Fred shares with his five 
chimp friends: Phoebe B. 
Beeby, 180 pounds; Watusi, 
200 pounds; Teddy, 195 
pounds; Frac, 125; 
and 
Jackie, 70 pounds. 
He still eats bananas, sliced 
up on his breakfast cereal be­ 
tween the orange juice and 
coffee but he likes to indulge 
his taste for Italian food, es­ 
pecially pastafagioii. 
Most show business chimps 
retire between 6 and 8 years 
of age, but J. Fred Muggs is 
23,4 feet tall, 170 pounds and 
still going strong. “When we 
eventually retire,” says Bud 
Mennella, who, along with 
Roy Waldron, owns him, “he 
and the five other chimps will 
be with me. They will always 
have a home, even a trust 
fund for them. Roy and I love 
our animals dearly. They will 
never go to just any zoo.” 
J. Fred joined Busch Gar­ 
dens at Tampa during 1972, 
where he performs two shows 
a day, six days a week. ”He’s 
a big ham and loves to go on. 
His 30-minute act consists of 
doing impersonations of such 
celebrities as Jackie Gleason 
(the shuffle), Groucho Marx 
(the slouch walk), Jack Ben­ 
ny (the famous stare), Ed 
Sullivan (hand-on-face rou­ 
tine), Popeye the Sailorman, 
even Richard M. Nixon’s ‘I 
want to make it perfectly 
clear' announcement,” Bud 
explains. 
For good measure, he 
throws in some physical fit­ 
ness exercises from weight 
lifting to push-ups, a bit of 
fencing, an Army drill with a 
gun and helmet and does a 
finger painting or two.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 62 
years old. I have had some trou­ 
ble with my thyroid gland since 
my late 20s. I have taken iodine 
prescribed by a doctor. I have 
heard that kelp was good for the 
thyroid. How much and how 
often should this be taken? 
Also, I would like to know if 
wheat germ oil is good to keep 
the blood from becoming too 
thick. 
DEAR READER - Kelp con­ 
tains iodine and if you need 
iodine it would be a good 
source. You should rely on your 
doctor to decide if you need 
iodine. If you do he will give you 
a proper amount without rely­ 
ing on an inconstant intake. 
There was quite a flap about 
25 y ears ago about using 
vitamin E. to prevent blood 
clots. It even made the medical 
journals with some surprising 
names on the articles. But the 
d e c re a s e d blood c lo ttin g 
mechanism s observed were 
related to other factors, and 
there was no effect at all from 
vitamin E. The use of wheat 
germ oil for this purpose is bas­ 
ed on these old, long since dis­ 
credited concepts. It won’t help 
at all.

DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
heard that one should not eat 
more than three or four eggs a 
week as any more than that 
could cause high cholesterol 
which increases the possibility 
of heart attacks and strokes I 
find that the only type of diet 1 
can stick with is one that is very 
high in protein — with lots of 
meat and eggs, Sometimes I 
have as many as 20 eggs a 
week Is there any age that you 
should start watching your 
cholesterol intake? I’m only 20. 


DEAR R E A D E R - The 
A m erican H eart Assn. has 
recommended that men should 
not eat more than three egg 
yolks a week, including those 
used in cooking. The Inter 
Society Commission on Heart 
Disease recommended limiting 
the total daily cholesterol in­ 
take to 300 m illigram s. An 
average egg yolk contains from 
225 to 275 m illig ra m s of 
cholesterol. 
You can be on a high protein 
d iet and still lim it your 
c h o le s te ro l in ta k e . F ish , 
chicken and beef all contain 
only about 70 milligrams for 
each three and one-half ounces 
(100 grams). Using lean por­ 
tions of these foods will work 
fine. You can also use as many 
egg whites as you like. And, you 
might like some of the new egg 
products that are very low in 
cholesterol and fat or contain 
no cholesterol at all. 
When do you need to watch 
your cholesterol and diet? Some 
children have high cholesterol 
and if detected should begin a 
program then. The best way to 
train people to like the right 
food is to begin training during 
childhood 
Prolonged use of high protein 
diets that are high-fat, high- 
ch o lestero l d iets is often 
associated with a high rise in 
ch o lestero l 
lev els to un­ 
desirable levels. You should 
change right now. 
Remember that the fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries begins in early life. 
About three-fourths of the 
young men who were killed in 
Korea and later autopsied show­ 
ed fatty-cholesterol deposits in 
one of the m ajor arteries of 
their heart. About 10 per cent of 
them had obstruction of more 
than 70 per cent of the opening 
of one of their arteries 
So, 
don’t think this is a disease of 
old age. It begins in young men 
and can and does cause early 
heart attacks.

50 per cent of women 
unable to obtain abortion 


NEW YORK (AP) — Despite the Supreme Court decision over­ 
turning restrictive abortion laws, between 30 and 50 per cent of all 
women who sought an abortion last year were unable to obtain one, 
according to a nationwide study. 
Prepared by the Alan Guttmacher Institute of the Planned 


Parenthood Federation of America, the study estimated that this 
meant between 400,000 and 900,000 women who wanted the operation 
in 1974 were forced to go without. About of half of them were poor or 
near poor. 
In Janury 1973, the high court ruled unconstitutional laws that 


prohibited women from getting abortions during the first twothirds 
of pregnancy. 
However a year later, in the first quarter of 1974, only 15 per cent 


of public hospitals, which tradionally serve the poor, had performed 
any abortions, the survey found. 
New York and California provided one-half of all reported abor­ 
tions in 1973, including many for residents of other states.

Mizzou tumbles 
to 12th in poll 
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Barry Switzer, coach of the defending national 
champions, says Oklahoma is “not the team we 
were in ’74” and it showed today when the 
Sooners dropped from first place to second 
behind Ohio State in The Associated Press 
college football ratings. 
The Buckeyes of Ohio State impressed the 
voters and a national television audience with a 
41-20 rout of UCLA and received 47 first-place 
votes and 1,178 of a possible 1,240 points from a 
nationwide panel of 62 sports writers and broad­ 
casters. 
Meanwhile, 
Oklahoma, 
which 
was 
hard- 
pressed to beat winless Miami of Florida 20-17 a 
week ago, had an even closer battle with 
Colorado, winning 21-20 when the Buffs missed 
an extra-point kick with 1:23 to play. The Sooners 
received 14 first-place votes and 1,072 points. 
Last week, Oklahoma received 30 first-place 
ballots t Ohio State’s 26 and outpolled Woody 
Hayes’ Buckeyes 1,086 points to 1,065. Ohio State 
was No. 1 a year ago until the closing weeks of 
the campaign when the Bucks bowed to Mich­ 
igan State and surrendered the top spot to 
Oklahoma, which kept it the rest of the way. 
“I’m not disappointed we’re No.2,” Switzer 
said. “ I’m disappointed with the way we played 
and the mistakes we made. If you go on Woody 
Hayes’ point system, I guess they deserve to be 
No. 1 .1 read where he said they ought to be No. 1 
because they scored more points than we did.” 
Southern California held onto third place by 
defeating Iowa 27-16. The Trojans received the 
other first-place vote and 975 points. Nebraska 
remained fourth with 858 points following a 31-16 
triumph over Miami, Fla. 
Texas moved up from seventh to fifth by 
routing Utah State 61-7. The Longhorns sup­ 
planted Missouri, which dropped from fifth to 
12thin the wake of a 31-7 loss to Michigan. Texas 
A&M stayed in sixth place with a 10-0 blanking of 
Kansas State. 
Alabama, continuing to work its way back 
toward the top, climbed from ninth to seventh

Wolverines from 12th to eighth replacing Notre 
Dame. The Irish skidded to 15th after losing to 
Michigan State 10-3. 
Penn State rose from 10th to ninth with a 10-3 
decision over Kentucky while West Virginia, 
which meets Penn State this weekend in an 
Eastern showdown, went from 11th to 10th by 
beating Southern Methodist 28-22.

Layoffs are continuing in 
many major industries despite 
a slight easing of unemploy­ 
ment. Numerous workers who 
lost jobs remain without work 
and their prospects of being re­ 
hired are questionable. 
An Associated Press check of 
major industries shows some — 
notably steel, aerospace and, in 
some cases, construction — are 
still dropping employes. Many 
other employers remain uneasy 
enough about the economy to 
not rehire all workers and 
some apparently have no plans 
to return to the peak employ­ 
ment of before the recesssion. 
“The ball may have bounced 
back a little bit, but it didn’t 
bounce very high,” was the 
way Warren Smith, an Ohio 
ALF-CIO official, characterized 
the situation. 
Government employment ex­ 
perts had expected employment 
to lag behind economic recov­ 
ery because employers tend to 
cancel abbreviated work weeks 
and even pay overtime before 
rehiring or hiring new workers. 
The latest Labor Department 
unemployment figure was 8.4 
per cent in August, down from 


the peak of 9.2 per cent last 
May. The work week averaged 
39.8 hours in August, up an 
hour from last spring. 
0 those industries rehiring, 
the auto industry seemed typi­ 
cal. It hit its nadir last March, 
with 213,000 of its 712,000 work­ 
ers on indefinite layoff. Now, 
81.000 remain indefinitely laid 
off, with the number expected 
to decrease to 77,000 by the end 
of the September. 
The same pattern was seen in 
the textile industry. In South 
Carolina, a major textile area, 
a spokesman for the state Tex­ 
tile Manufacturers Association 
said that last month 159,000 
persons were employed in tex­ 
tile mills and related synthetic 
fiber plants, down from the low 
point of 144,000 last March.

It replaced the old surplus commodity program, which did 
not offer an adequate variety of nutritious foods. 
In dollars spent, the food stamp program has increased 
in recent years and especially during the recession, when 
more people are in need. Some estimate that today one out of 
every five Americans may be eligible for food stamps, which 
statement in and of itself indicates the program should be 
carefully reexamined. 
The program is not without its faults and problems. I 
shall mention a few of the more troubling ones. 
1. 
Something is wrong when a series of income 
deductions permits some middle-income families to receive 
food stamps. These deductions should be replaced with a 
limitation on a family’s gross income.

Something is wrong when college students from 
affluent homes qualify for food stamps. I have introduced a 
bill that would rectify this.

Something is wrong when mistakes made by 
caseworkers and applicants result in over 600,000 ineligible 
people receiving food stamps and thousands of others receiv­ 
ing benefits that are either too high or too low. The Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture must see to it that the error rate is reduc­ 
ed and that instances of fraud are vigorously investigated and 
prosecuted.

Finally, it has been pointed out that food stamps are 
at times used to purchase such luxury items as lobster tails, 
macadamia nuts, etc. Obviously such practice is unwise, but I 
do not believe it would be feasible for the federal government 
to promulgate and enforce an “approved” food list. 
The food stamp program provides the assistance that 
enables millions of Americans to purchase a nutritionally 
adequate diet. In some instances, food stamps may be the 
only form of assistance available to a low-income family or in­ 
dividual. Statistics show that 92 per cent of all participants 
live in households with incomes under $7,000 and 45 per cent 
have household incomes under $3,000. 
Yet projections by the Washington Star, a newspaper in 
the nation’s capital, suggest that the program may have paid 
a whopping $800 million to people who weren’t qualified to 
receive food stamps, or in overpayments to those receiving 
them during the year ending June 30.

The mystery of the vanished 
records was raised recently in 
a book by Carl Gottlieb, a 
script writer for the movie 
“Jaws” which was filmed at 
Martha’s Vineyard last sum­ 
mer. 
Gottlieb said he had been told 
by Jesse Oliver II, then the 
chief of the 12-member Edgar­

department,

Jo Kopechne had disappeared 
from the files. 
However, between the time 
that Gottlieb talked with Oliver 
and the book was published, the 
missing 
documents—including 
the original accident report and 
a copy of Kennedy’s first state­ 
ment to police—were said to 
have been returned to the de­ 
partment. 
Dominick J. Arena, who was 
Edgartown’s police chief at the 
time of the Chappaquiddick in­

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — Two years ago this autumn Gerald 
Ford presented himself to the public trust in much the same way 
others in this town do, by dissembling. 
Pressed as to whether he would use his unelected elevation to 
the vice presidency as a vehicle to even higher reaches, Ford 
assured a concerned Congress and benumbed nation he had “ no 
intention of seeking public office in 1976,” and could “ foresee no 
circumstances where I would change my mind.” Considering 
events since, one could conclude he lied. 
Yet if Ford did deceive he also knew there was no worry or 
shame in it. Terminological inexactitudes, as Churchill said it, 
are among the foundation blocks of the American political- 
governmental process and public citizens have long looked on bad 
faith as little more than tennis elbow of the soul. 
Ever since Parson Weems warped the truth about George 
Washington, and grew rich and famous doing it, fictionalization 
has become an accepted, almost mandated, religion with of­ 
ficials fascinated by the remaking of reality. 
Examples have been'on most tongues in all moments of 
Washington history. George Washington lied to the Indians, Tom 
Jefferson lied to the blacks and Richard Nixon lied to everyone. 
. According to author Clinton Rossiter, “ There has not been a 
great leader in this century who wouldn’t be devious at certain 
times for his own ends.” 
One recalls, almost with amusement, Lyndon Johnson rallying 
hawk support among troops in Korea (Halloween, 1966) by im­ 
agining: “ My great, great grandfather, you know, died at the 
Alamo.” 
Bemusement, perhaps, is the only fitting reaction to 
government’s preoccupation with bunkum. But often it is most 
difficult to laugh. David Wise, in his book “ The Politics of 
Lying,” reminds us that in 1971 when mechanical errors provok­ 
ed a false national emergency ^lert, government humbug was in 
effect prepackaged to deceive what during a real alert would 
have been a terribly frightened public. 
Wise says the government had prerecorded tapes, ready for use 
by the federally controlled Emergency Broadcast Station, assur­ 
ing Americans that the enemy had struck first with atomic 
weapons, that retaliation was massive, and that the “ probability 
of victory is good.” 
Watergate, it was thought, would change all this deception. 
Moralists have for months agreed with Rep. Donald Fraser (D- 
Minn.) who believes the day has ended when society penalizes 
people for lying to their government but not vice versa. Yet that 
day has not ended, the sun is still high on official fabrication. To 
paraphrase Oliver Wendell Holmes, a lie remains the handle to 
fit all political sins. 
Thus Wilbur Mills, when caught when the stripper, called her 
merely “ a good family friend” ; and Richard Helms, an am­ 
bassador, late of the CIA, denies U.S. intervention in the affairs 
of Allende’s Chile; and Nelson Rockefeller shabbily tells 
southern politicos he’s from their cloth. 
Actually, Watergate created naught but the illusion of a new, 
Washington morality. Everybody’s for honesty, even more than 
ever, but nobody’s for it enough to bring it about. The only 
meaningful proposal in Congress, for instance, the Watergate 
Reorganization Act, a bill, that among other things, outlaws 
government lying, still languishes. 
The anti-lying measure would force a $10,000 fine or five years 
in jail for government employees who obstruct federal functions 
by fraud, and would also penalize those people, such as President 
Decent, who lie to Congress. But there isn’t what you’d call an 
urgency to pass the new law. 
And perhaps a law should not be passed. Legislating honesty is 
a trick even Moses found evasive. Moreover, as one critic of the 
anti-lying bill puts it, smiling uncomfortably, “ If we threw out 
everybody who colored the truth in this place, we wouldn’t have 
anybody left.” Quite right. Besides, there is the fair argument 
that honesty is an attainment few of us have reached, thus 
government must and should represent the .sins as well as the 
saintliness of its people. 
So the lying continues — too bad. David Wise says the 
arrogance here is such that many officials consider it their right 
to dupe. How disconcerting. How ill boding. For like Sam Butler, 
it’s not the lying most of us mind, it’s just that we hate inac- 
_ curacy.

Pressed as to whether he would use his unelected elevation to 
the vice presidency as a vehicle to even higher reaches, Ford 
assured a concerned Congress and benumbed nation he had “ no 
intention of seeking public office in 1976,” and could “ foresee no 
circumstances where I would change my mind.” Considering 
events since, one could conclude he lied. 
Yet if Ford did deceive he also knew there was no worry or 
shame in it. Terminological inexactitudes, as Churchill said it, 
are among the foundation blocks of the American political- 
governmental process and public citizens have long looked on bad 
faith as little more than tennis elbow of the soul. 
Ever since Parson Weems warped the truth about George 
Washington, and grew rich and famous doing it, fictionalization 
has become an accepted, almost mandated, religion with of­ 
ficials fascinated by the remaking of reality. 
Examples have been on most tongues in all moments of 
Washington history. George Washington lied to the Indians, Tom 
Jefferson lied to the blacks and Richard Nixon lied to everyone. 
According to author Clinton Rossiter, “ There has not been a 
great leader in this century who wouldn’t be devious at certain 
times for his own ends.” 
One recalls, almost with amusement, Lyndon Johnson rallying 
hawk support among troops in Korea (Halloween, 1966) by im­ 
agining: “ My great, great grandfather, you know, died at the 
Alamo.” 
Bemusement, perhaps, is the only fitting reaction to 
government’s preoccupation with bunkum. But often it is most 
difficult to laugh. David Wise, in his book “ The Politics of 
Lying,” reminds us that in 1971 when mechanical errors provok­ 
ed a false national emergency ^lert, government humbug was in 
effect prepackaged to deceive what during a real alert would 
have been a terribly frightened public. 
Wise says the government had prerecorded tapes, ready for use 
by the federally controlled Emergency Broadcast Station, assur­ 
ing Americans that the enemy had struck first with atomic 
weapons, that retaliation was massive, and that the “ probability 
of victory is good.” 
Watergate, it was thought, would change all this deception. 
Moralists have for months agreed with Rep. Donald Fraser (D- 
Minn.) who believes the day has ended when society penalizes 
people for lying to their government but not vice versa. Yet that 
day has not ended, the sun is still high on official fabrication To 
paraphrase Oliver Wendell Holmes, a lie remains the handle to 
fit all political sins. 
Thus Wilbur Mills, when caught when the stripper, called her 
merely “ a good family friend” ; and Richard Helms, an am­ 
bassador, late of the CIA, denies U.S. intervention in the affairs 
of Allende’s Chile; and Nelson Rockefeller shabbily tells 
southern politicos he’s from their cloth. 
Actually, Watergate created naught but the illusion of a new 
Washington morality. Everybody’s for honesty, even more than 
ever, but nobody’s for it enough to bring it about. The only 
meaningful proposal in Congress, for instance, the Watergate 
Reorganization Act, a bill, that among other things, outlaws 
government lying, still languishes. 
The anti-lying measure would force a $10,000 fine or five years 
in jail for government employees who obstruct federal functions | 
by fraud, and would also penalize those people, such as President 
Decent, who lie to Congress. But there isn’t what you'd call an 
urgency to pass the new law. 
And perhaps a law should not be passed Legislating honesty is 
a trick even Moses found evasive. Moreover, as one critic of the 
anti-lying bill puts it, smiling uncomfortably, “ If we threw out 
everybody who colored the truth in this place, we wouldn’t have 
anybody left.” Quite right. Besides, there is the fair argument 
that honesty is an attainment few of us have reached, thus 
government must and should represent the ¿ins as well as the 
saintliness of its people. 
So the lying continues — too bad. David Wise says the 
arrogance here is such that many officials consider it their right 
to dupe. How disconcerting. How ill boding. For like Sam Butler, 
it’s not the lying most of us mind, it’s just that we hate inac­ 
curacy.

The Edison Electric Institute, 
a trade group, said residential 
customers paid an average of 
16.4 per cent more for elec­ 
tricity in 1974 than they did in 
1973. At the same time, the av­ 
erage amount of electricity 
used by residential customers 
dropped about 2 per cent. 
The AP survey found that the 
most popular type of program 
to cut costs is peak-demand 
pricing, in use in about a dozen 
states. 
The Florida Public Service 
Commission recently approved 
a one-year test plan for Florida 
Power Corp. whereby 200 resi­ 
dential customers who volun­ 
teer for the program will be 
charged 1.7 cents per kilowatt 
hour for electricity consumed 
during nonpeak hours and 7.9 
cents per kilowatt hour the rest 
of the time. The present resi­ 
dential rate is about 4 cents per 
kilowatt hour. 
Peak hours under the plan 
are 1 to 9 p.m. from April to 
October and 7 to 11 a.m. and 5 


to 9 p.m. the rest of the year. 
Company officials estimate that 
customers who take advantage 
of the new system, doing heavy 
electric-consuming chores like 
laundry in off hours, can cut 
bills by about one-third.
